General Provisions for Maintaining and Disclosing Confidential 
Information of Public Assistance, Child Support Enforcement, and 
Social Services Records  

 
 

I have reviewed the above-referenced final regulation to determine if the State Board of Social 
Services (“State Board”) has the statutory authority to promulgate the final regulation and if this action by the 
State Board is exempt from the Administrative Process Act (APA). 

 
It appears that the State Board has the authority to promulgate the proposed regulation, subject to 

compliance with the provisions of Article 2 of the APA, and has not exceeded that authority. The changes to 
the regulation are necessary to comply with a directive from the Department of Health and Human Services 
Administration for Children and Families to make the regulatory language consistent with the Child Abuse 
and Prevention Treatment Act (CAPTA).  Pursuant to § 2.2-4006(A)(4)(c) of the Virginia Code, this action by 
the Board is exempt from the requirements of the APA.
